NEW TASKS FOR OX. FRUTHS. 

It has been a period not so much of innova 
tion as development, the xpplication of known 
truths to new uses. The gus engine is more than 
80 years old, but 10 years ago it had not yet 
driven an automobile across the continent. nor 
an aeroplane at all. Now it plows, pumps, digs 
ditches, mows and revolutionizes traffic. Elec- 
tricity has entered the household as a servunt to 
sweep, cook, heat, as, well as light. The rail- 
road, surely, is nothing new, but because in this 
country it has merely doubled its usefulness im- 
patient critics call it behind the times and de- 
mand reform of metLods. Germ theories are not 
new, but within the wonderful decade farmers 
have learned to call for butter germs and soil 
inoculation virus as nonchalantly as for grass 
seed. Radium was discovered 22 years ago, but 
the decade has set it at work. 

The mechanical wonders of the age are the 
automobile and the aeroplane. In 10 years the 
production of the former in this country has, in- 
creased more than fifty-fold. Ten years ago it 
was a toy or an experiment. With amazing 
swiftness it has become a necessity, its manu- 
facture a vast industry. Even five years ago the 
Wrights had not yet flown. Now the aeroplane 
has a sustained flight record of a kingdom’s 
width and has climbed two-thirds. of the height 
of Mt. Blanc. 

Almost as wonderful as the development of 
electric power has been that of cement con- 
struction. New?—-The Romans, knew all about 
it! But the exhaustion of forests near great 
centers of industry has suddenly giyen it a new 
prominence.

THE WONDER GROWTH OF THE NATION. 


It is the habit of nations to take account of 
stock at 10-year intervals. The census growth 
of the United States is the marvel of the worid 
and a surprise to its own people. The “law of 
falling percentages” in population growth has 
found an exception in the count of the Nation 
and its chief city. The country grew 21 per 
cent, against 20.7 in the previous dezade, It 
now numbers 92,000,000 souls. With the island 
possessions there are more than 10(,009,000. The 
City of New York grew not only faster than in 
the previous. decade, but far faster even than 
any other great American city except Cleveland. 
' Wealth, productfon,. industry, agriculture, all 
have developed with steady and rapid movement. 
In foreign commerce alone the country has by no 
means kept pace with its, -ivals, hampered as it 
has been by unwise tariff taxation. 

Much more than a billion. dollars have heen 
given to American education and philanthropy 
in 10 years, ‘in sums so large as to become 
widely known. Not only in the United States 
but in Burope, the type of the higher education 
is shifting away from the old monastic ideal of 
a calm retreat from the world for reflection to 
the city university in the hurly-burly of life, de- 
voting its energies to preparing men for practi- 
cal problems. Naturally the decade hes seen a 
decided swing toward the pragmatic in philosophy 
and toward a closer study of the relation of 
mental phenomena to bodily causes in psychology.

THE RISE OF PEOPLE’S RULE. 


Elsewhere political progress has wrought 
steadily. Parliaments have been established in 
places: as uulize--end as unlikely—as Persia, 
Russia, Turkey. Norway, Montenegro and Bul- 
garia are new khinedoms where little else 
changed. Portugal has become a republic, with 
perhaps the hardest task any nation faces, but 
with hope high for its achievement. Spain is 
casting off her medieval bonds. The French 
republic has beaten the Vatican in a clerical war 
that at one time seemed almost a civil one, and 
is now profoundly at peace. 

In Turkey an amazing revolution ee: de- 
throned the timorous Abdul and installed a mod- 
ern constitutional monarchy; and though the 
conservative press of the world unites: to decry 
the experiment we have the word of Sir Adam 
Block, representing the British and Dutch bond- 
holders, that things are going not ill. 

The defeat of Russia by Japan, the approach of 
the Panama Canal toward completion, the amaz- 
ing growth of our Pacific States. and cities and 
the working: of the new leaven of “practical -edu- 


greater international problems of oa ‘twentieth 
century. 

But for the moment old ietian is furnishing 
the world its chief political sensation. Waking 
in 1906 from 20 years of nearly unbroken Tory- 
ism Great Britain turned Liberal almost in a 
day and has so remained. The results are that 
homs rule in Ireland is. on the point of healing. 
the feud of centuries between two generous races; 
that legislation for the relief of poverty and the 
better reward and protection of labor is going 
rapidly forward; that taxation is being shifted 
to the strongest shoulders; that the citadel of 
privilege in the House of Lords is already shat- 
tered. 

In this mighty change, Britain is but typical 
of the trend of the world. The rule and the wel- 
fare of the people are becoming more and more 
the study of statesmen who must,more and more 
derive their power from the people. 

It was in 1832 that De Tocqueville asked: 

“Can one think that, after it has destroyed 
feudalism and conquered kings, democracy will 

recoil before the bourgeois and the rich? Will 
it halt, now that it has become so strong and. its 
adversaries so feeble?” 

More slowly than De Tocqueville could have 
dreamed, deceived often by the “bourgeois and 
the rich,” democracy does advance. It owns the 
future. It has given notice to Privilege. 


A MORAL EQUIVALENT OF WAR. 


In one of the most remarkable review articles 
of the decade thé late Prof. Wm. James explained 
the heed of a “moral equivalent for war.” A few 
have found it already: Peary winning to the pole 
after 300 years of brave men’s: endeavor; Shack- 
leton pressing farthest South; Dr. Reed giving up 
his life to show how yellow fever may be 
checked; Younghusband opening Thibet without 
conflict. But for the many, such feats are im- 
possiblis. Humanity needs a substitute for the 
military ideals in inspiring courage and of sacri- 
fice fr a common good. Perhaps it has no 
greater need. 

Gratifying have been the conquests of peace. 
Ten years bave seen The Hague Court securely 
establighed; the second Venezuelan question re- 
ferred to it; the Dogger Bank trouble settled 
by it; a Boer General supreme in a united con- 
federation of South African states, where war 
closed the last century in darkness. But man- 
kind gees on dully making more and bigger 
armies, more and bigger guns, more and bigger 
shipe—-as if ‘there were no way out of the mili- 
tary entanglements save by unfversal bankruptcy, 
starvation and final anarchy, after which the few 
and feebie survivors might rebuild society up on 
the ruins of civilization. Something rather like 
nis’ once happened. 

But within the last year and the last month 
nf the decade two significant things have come 
‘o pass. One was the announcement by President 
“aft-that he had invited the nations to take 
part in a universal conference upon the limita- 
tion of armaments. The other was Herr von 
Bethmann Hollweg’s reply, in the Reichstag, Dec. 
10, to the pacific but vague remarks of Mr. 
Asquith on the subject in his Guildhall speech. 
{The London Nation, representing closely the pres- 
ant government of England, says that “In the 
few weeks since an Asquith spoke, there plainly 
has been progress.” 

Nowhere was progress toward a better under- 
standing needed than in Britain and Germany, so 
lately snarling at each other, still piling up 
against each other murderous and ‘nounting ar- 
maments. One year ago Maximillan Hardin, writ 
ing for the Post-Dispatch, gaid Britain and 
Germany must compromise or fight, The recent 
utterances of Asquith and Bethmann-Hollweg 
make the former course likely and lighten by so 
much the darkest war menace of the’ day.

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NOT A SHOWING OF POVERTY. 

From the New York World. 
y The statistics of American railroad operation 
for the year ended June 30 last which are con- 
tained in the report of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission fail to substantiate the argument of 
the roads for higher rates.. 

Freight revenue increased over the preceding 
year from $1,683,484,236 to $1,935,882,873, pas- 


and other transportation revenue’ from 173,891,- 
817 to $192,702,563. The total operating revenue 
was $2,787,266,136 as against $2,444,694,668 in 
1909. The total operating income in the face of 
higher taxes and increased operating expenses 
rose from $741,547,922 to $383,617,180. 

The gain of $97,000,000 in net operating income 
may not bear the relation it should to a gain of 
$542,000,000 in gross revenue, but it does not es- 
teblish the justice of the roads’ plea of poverty. 
Nor is that argument substantiated by the de- 
cline of $12,000,000 in ‘net income for the July, 
August &nd September quarter of 1910. This 
temporary loss in the operation af 239,052 miles 
of road is not of overwhelming importance. 

The gist of the figures for the year is that 
the roads have gained nearly °$100,000,000 in net 
income, or more than one-half of 1 per cent on 
their total capitalization. «This has been effected 
over a higher cost of labor and material and with 
a. liberal allowance for maintenance. It shows 
that the case of the railroads is by no means 50 
bad as they have represented and effectually 
disposes of emery. demand for authority to advance 
rates. 





THE ESSENCE OF PRAGMATIE£M.

The Countess soon learned her husband’s affec- 
tions did not belong to her; sued for divoree and 
was granted it. Count Percival quickly dGissi- 
pated what was left of his fortune. Hig fine 
house near Berlin was sold, as his estates had 
been. Finally he was forced to live in meagre 
lodgings in a suburb. 

Just before Christmas Count Percival on in- 
specting his business affairs, found himself 
ruined. He went to a little town in East Prussia, 
near the estates he had lost, and passed two days 
with an old acquaintance. On Christmas eve the 
Count retired to his bed and swallowed cyanide 
of potassium. He did not take enough even of 
that deadly drug to kill himself instantly, and 
died only after 12 hours of terrible suffering. 

Count Percival’s suicide has stirred society to 
its foundation. The details of it, which became 
known today, throw a glaring light on one of 
the most vicious sides of Berlin life.

[ENGAGE GOUPLE. 
OF WEDDING DAY 


They Are Found Dead, Sitting on 
Sofa; Cyanide Was Cause but 
No Bottle Is Seen.

| CUMBERLAND, M4., Dec. 31.—A New 
‘Year's eve tragedy that has as yet no 
explanation was enacted at the home of 
Lewis F. Elossér this afternoon. His 
daughter, Grace Blosser, and her hus- 
band-to-be,: Charles Hdward Twigs, 


of Keyser, W. Va., 23 miles. west o1 
Cumberland, were found dead, seated 
on a sofa in the parlor. They were both 
killed by poison. The pair were to have 
been married tomorrow at Grace Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, Cumberland. 

Twigg was a widower. He telephoried 
i> his fiancee from Keyser that he would 
arrive on.a noon train. He went to the 
Elosser home with the wedding ring. 
It did not’ fit and the couple had ar- 
ranged to go to a jeweler tonight to 
havs it fitted. The two were in the 
parlor alone from 1 o’clock until about 
45 this afternoon. Members of the fam- 
ily heard them chatting. 

About 2 o’clock Miss Elosser tele- 
phoned a girl friend about the coming 
wedding. Soon after this all was still. 


Mother Finds “Bodtes. 

Mrs. Blosser, the mother of the girl, 
says that about 2:30 she went into the 
room and saw her daughter and Twigg 
seated on the settee together. Neither 
spoke to her and she did not speak. 
She went out, but later, becoming con- 
cerned because of the prolonged quiet, 
she returned to the room and spoke to 
her daughter and, receiving no response, 
she placed her hand on her daughter’s 
head. The girl fell over and Mrs. Elos- 
ser saw that beth were dead. A post- 
mertem. showed death was due te cya- 
|nidic pojsoning. 

The poison wes in quia ‘form, but 
the bottle has aot been found. The 
authorities are unable to determine 
whether it was double murder or sui- 
cide and murder.

NEW YORK IS UNCERTAIN 


Are in Lead but Bosses Have 
Lost Control. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—In 10 states 
the legislatures thereof will elect Unit- 
ed States senators in January, or soon 
thereafter. John W. Kern, Democrat, 


seemns to have a walk-over in Indiana, 
and in Massachusetts Henry Cabot 
Lodge seems equally certain of election, 
as his opponents have failed to bring 
forward a candidate agreeable to all 
factions. But in most of the other 
states bitter fights have been waged for 
weeks and are likely to continue until 

a selection has been made. 

There are more than a half dozen 
aspirants for the honor in New York. 
William F. Sheehan, Edward M. Shep- 
ard, Supreme Court Justice James W. 
Gerard, Supreme Court Justice James 
A. O’Gorman end former Justice D. 
Cady Herrick are the more conspicuous 
candidates, and possibly Judge Alton B. 
Parker may figure as a compromise 
candidate. 

The two leading candidates, as viewed 
by the party leaders, are Sheehan and 
Shepard. Shepard has the indorsement 
of many leading lawyers and anti- 
machine leaders, but Tammany Hall 
senators and assemblymen are opposed 
to him. Sheehan is favored by many 
leaders of Tammany, and has some fol- 
lowing among up-the-State legislators. 

Gerard Strong With Tammany. 
. Justice Gerard has a very strong fol- 
lowing among Tammany mén. The 
others are considered as possible ‘“‘com- 
promise candidates” if Shepard, Shee- 
han or Justice Gerard fails te obtain 
enough votes to wrn. 

Present indications point to an “open” 
contest before the Legislature, as many 


blymen have declined to commit them- 
selves, Unlike ‘most elections of United 
States senators from this State, the

No order similar to that af Col. Roose- } 
velt, when he was President, to elect 
Elihu ‘Root, for instance, will prevail in 
the pending contest, nor will the secret 
manipulations of corporate influences 
be as potential as in the past. 

Fight Between Old and New.

a choice for Senator at the November 
elections. James E. Smith Jr., the ma- 
chine leader, is a candidate and is ral- 
lying the machine to his side. 

Connecticut is likély to select former 
Gov. George P. McLean to succeed Mor- 
gan G. Bulkeley. The bitterest fight in 
a decade is being waged in Ohio. 
ward W. Hanly, a wealthy public util- 
ities man of Dayton, and Altee Pom- 
Lieutenant-Governor-elect of 
Canton, are the chief candidates. Their 
public debates degenerated into riots 
twice recently. 

Henry Cabot Lodge has an excellent 
chance of re-eleetion to succeed him- 
self, so long as his opponents do nothing 
more than “‘speak’’ in opposition. With- 
out intended flippancy, the contest is 
Lodge versus ‘‘conversation.” The Re- 
publicans have no one to put forward 
against the senior Senator; at least, 
they have put no one forward, while 
the Democrats are looking for a “pro- 
gressive Republican’’ who has not as 
yet materialized. 

Deadiock Is Prebable. 

In Rhode Island there are evidences 
that point strongly to a deadlock be- 
tween the two Republican candidates, 
Henry F. Lippitt, cotton manufacturer, 
the candidate whom Senator Aldrich is 
backing, and Judge Le Baron B. Colt 
of the United States Circuit Court. 

In Missouri the Democrats will elect 
James A. Reed by a large majority. 

Kern Not to Be Opposed. 

John W. Kern of Indiana, who will be 
elected to a seat in the Senate on Jan. 
17, for once will not be opposed nor de- 
feated. He will take the place of Sena- 
tor Albert Jeremiah Beveridge, who was 
accused of carrying a rabbit's foot from 
the date he broke into politics, more 
than fifteen years ago as Indiana's “Boy 
Orator,” until he struck a snag on the 
insurgent ‘platform, written by him «4 
few months ago.

For Short Ballot. 

One of the very best features in. the 
new charter is the recognition of the 
value of the short ballot in securing pop- 
ular contro! of public officials. Many 
of our ablest publicists, including Gover- 
nor-elect Woodrow Wilson, believe that 
this principle of the short ballot consti- 
tutes the very beginning of effective 
popular control in government. Public 
opinion, to be effective, must be con- 
centrated. There is no surer way to dis- 
sipate the possibility of popular control 
than a ballot containing a long list of 
condidates, of whose names, and often 
of ‘whose merits, the average voter as 
a rule is: necessarily ignorant. . There 
is no more reason for electing the ad- 
ministrative officials of a municipal 
government than: there is for electing 
the members of the President’s Cabinet. 
Some offices have been abolished and 
others have been made appointive, as 
they should be, This feature alone in 
the new charter is of such tremendous 
importance in securing effective popu- 
lar control as to demand its adoption. 

-Points Out Mistake. 

Those who claim that the powers of 
the Mayor are dangerously enlarged be- 
cause his appointments are not subject 
to confirmation by the Council are sure- 
ly mistaken. Under the new charter, 
the-Mayor will be subject to a far more 
effective control and will have far less 
political power than he has in the pres- 
ent charter. . In the first. place, his 
patronage will be effectively taken from 
him and in effect out of politics, by the 
provision for a civil service commission. 
Secondly, the Mayor is subject ‘to re- 
moval by the Countcil under Section 4 of 
Article... tV, which provides that the 
Mayor may be removed by a two-thirds 
vote of the Council, “for misdemeanor in 
office, for grave misconduct, showing 
unfitness for public duty, or for perma- 
nent disability.” . 

This is obviously more effective than 
the general power of removal of elected 
officials under the present charter. 
Third, the Mayor is subject to a novel 
and effective control in that the power 
of recall may be exercised by the peo- 


‘T ple, not only as against the Mayor, but 


against any elected city officer at the 
November election, the second year aft- 


er the municipal election of such of- 


ficial, The requirement of at least 2% 
per dent of the registered voters, by 
verified signatures to demand such re- 
call, would seem most reasonable for 
such a drastic remedy. 

In the fourth place, the Mayor’s power 
of removal is effectively guardeds 
against abuse in the requirement, that 


}if demanded by the officer removed, he 
‘ishall state the cause of removal in. 


writing. 
Power of Council. 
The new charter contains a number 
provisions in setting forth the power 
City Council which have been 
dictated by experience, par- 
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cific forms of taxation of public util- 
ities. 

Those who claim that the new char- 
ter is défective in not providing for th2 
regulation and control of public utilities 
surely cannot have read its provisions. 
The right to amend, alter or repeal any 
public franchise is reserved in express 
terms. Section 21 of article 27: “And 
such grants are made subject always t» 
the city’s power of taxation and au- 
thority to regulate rates, equality of 
service and methods of conduct and op- 
eration, and subject also to the right of 
the city at its option to be exercised 
through the Council, to acquire by pur- 
chase the- plant and property used in 
the operation of the franchise, but in 
no event is the franchise itself to enter 
as an element in the compensation in 
such purchase.’’ A most valuable ance 
effective form of control] of franchise 
grants is in the requirement that ‘‘no 
bill granting a franchise-shall be passed 
until a report,in the form in which It 
is to be passed has been made to the 
Council by the Board of Public Im- 
provements, with its recommendation 
and until the bill and the report of the 
board shall have been published by the 
City Journal.’’ It is further provided 
that no grant of a franchise shall go 
into effect until three months after ap- 
proval by the Mayor, and if during that 
period 15 per cent of the registered vot- 
ers shall demand, the ordinance shal] be 
submitted to a vote of the people, and 
if a majority voting for the proposition 
fail to approve the grant the same shall 
fail. 
ing of franchises couli be more 
fectively safeguarded. 

Sections Commended. 

Other provisions of the charter should 
be commended as especially directed to 
efficiency and economy of administra- 
tion. Thus, the public board of stand- 
ardization authgrized to control the pur- 
chase of supplies, the reorganization of 
the Board of Public Improvements with 
its distribution of powers, the author- 
ization of bonds to be issued to con- 
tractors for public work, payable from 
the ‘assessments paid by. property own- 
ers, the Budget and Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, composed of the Mayor, Cémp- 
troller and President of the Council and 
the Public Printery, with the City Jour- 
nal to be published under the direction 
of the City Register, are al] directly in 
the interest of efficiency and economical 
municipal government, directly respon- 
sible to the people. 

Those who are disposed to oppose the 
charter because of alleged failure to in- 
sure the control of the people, through 
the .referendum, recal] and initiative, 
surely cannot have read its provisions. 
‘The referendum is made available 
against every grant of privilege. The 
recall is made effective in its control 
over all elective officials. While, as to 
the initiative, under the existing con- 
stitutional limitations, the law-making 
power of municipalities cannot be taken 
from the law-making body. The initia- 
tive established in the State by the re- 
cent constitutional amendment applies 
only to State legislation and constitu- 
tional amendments, but not to munici- 


palities.

Of a majority of the members of the 
House of Delegates asked by the Post- 
Dispatch whether they favored or dis- 
approved the new charter, 10 explained 
that they had reached no definite opin- 
icn, four favored it and two were op- 
posed to it. 

Rombauer Favors It. 

Most of those who declined to express 
positive views gave as their reason lack 
of acquaintance with the new charter’s 
provisions,. which they said they had, 
through neglect or want of time, failed 
to read. 

Speaker Rombaver of the House says 
that he has offered the Board of Free- 
holders his services as a speaker in the 
campaign for the adoption of the new 


charter. 

“T am strongly in favor of the new 
charter, but I can’t on the spur of tho 
moment recount the various features 
which I regard as improvements over 
our present charter. I have told Cha!*- 
man Lehmann of the Board of Free: 
holders that I shall be glad to mat? 
speeches in behaif of the charter ard 
aid in the campaign for it in any other 
There is no doubt in 
my mind that it will bring about a big 


treform in municipal conditions.’’ 


Here are the views of other delegates: 


FE. A. Hildenbrandt: I am decidedly 
in favor of the new charter. ‘The re- 
forms it contemplates are proper and 
necessary. I believe in fixing’ respon- 
sibility, and that’s what the new char- 
‘ter witl do. It will put the -city on a 
better basis than it is now and will 
save the taxpayers a great deal of 
money. 

Henry G. Oheim: I was oposed to 
the short period allowed the people to 
consider the new charter before voting 
on it. I find that the task to familiar- 
izing one’s self with the changes from 
the present system-is a big one. I am 
now studying the new charter’s various 
provisions, but have: reached no’ conclu- 
sion as to whether it is more or less 
advantageous than what we have. 

WilMam Hilkerbaumer; I think I 
shall support the new charter, but I 
can’t at this moment enumerate my rea- 
sohs for preferring it to our present 
charter. On the whole, I believe, it is 
an improvement. I don’t like the with- 
drawal of the Council’s right to confirm 
the Mayor’s appointments, and I am 
against the recall. The civil service 
that is proposed does not Impress me. 
It puts the appointments too much. in 
the hands of the Mayor. 

R. A. Walker: [ haven’t seen the 
new charter, and don’t know anything 
about it. I can’t tell you whether I 
am for or against it. 

William L. Igoe: I am. opposed to 
the new charter, although I can’t give 
in detail my grounds of opposition. In 
general I think it is objectionable be- 
cause it vastly increases the Maryor’s 
powers and puts no check on their 
misuse. It takes from the Council the 
right to confirm the Mayor’s principal 
appointments. In the present adminis- 
tration a Council of the Mayor’s own 
political faith found reasons to reject 
two of his selections for important of- 
fices. In one of these instances the 
Mayor subsequently indicated that he 
was glad the Council didn’t agree with 
him as to the fitness of his nominee. 
The recall provided in the new charter 
is worthless because of the restrictions 
with which it is hedged. It is practically 
impossible to get 25 per cent of the 
voters to sign a petition, even though 
a much larger proportion of them should 
favor the removal of a given officer. 

If we are to have only one house of 
logislation, its members should be chosen 
from districts and elected at large; so 
that the people of different_sections of 
the city might have representation in 
legislative affairs. 

‘The assessment of special taxes 
districts is another proposal that is open 
to question. Might not the damages re- 
sulting to abutting property through 
the abolition. of grade crossings be 
charged to the taxpayers of a relative- 
ly small area under this arrangement? 
Might not the change from the present

Plans are being laid for a vigorous 
campaign in behalf of the proposed 
new city charter, which is tobe voted 
upon Jan. 31. A committee compris- 
ing E. M. Grossman, Luther Ely 
Smith, Harry Wallace, Joseph L. 
Hornsby and Charles A. Stix has been 
created to conduct it. 

Definite campaign plans have not 
been made, but in a general way ar- 
rangements are being made to reach 
the people through speakers and pub- 
licity. A bureau will be organized to 
send speakers to meetings in every 
ward in the city to explain every 
phase of the new charter. Friends of 
the charter propose to answer all the 
criticisms made by the people who are 
opposing its adoption. 

“We believe that there are many 
good things in the new charter,” said 
Grossman to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er. “We think it ought to be adopted. 
It is progressive. We ought to accept 
what it proposes to give us without 
waiting for legislative enactments to 
give us more. At a conference in the 
rooms of the City Club the plans of 
the campaign were discussed and our 
committee was instructed to go ahead 
with the work.” - 

Members of the Board of Freehold- 
ers will be requested to make 
Speeches explaining its advantages 
over the old charter. While the Free- 
holders take the view that their work, 
as officials, ended with the presenta- 
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tion of the charter to Mayor Kreis- 
mann yesterday, they are willing, as 
citizens, to take part in familiarizing 
the people with it.

No more powerful argument against 
Washington as the national! capital is 
needed than a review of the time and 
events which caused it to be selected. 

At that time “the United States of 
America” consisted of a narrow strip 
along the Atlantic Coast. Our fore- 


fathers had landed at various points 


north and south of where Washington 
was later located, and had settled 
practically on the beach. 

Little attempt to go-further inland 
had been made. Even Thomas Jeffer- 
son, in his day and. with the broad 
reach of imagination which made him 
see the Louisiana Purchase as some- 
thing worth having, asserted that it 
would take a thousand years to peo- 
ple the section beyond the Alleghany 
Mountains, 

New York and Philadelphia had 
each been the national capital. Vir- 
ginia and Maryland, with the other 
Southern states, exercised a potent 
national control. Sectional feeling 
was rampant. New York haa threat- 
ened to secede from the Union, and 
the question of “states rights” en- 
tered into all discussions of national 
affairs. 

As a compromise between the North 


and the South dnd hecause it became . 


necessary to establish an extra-terri- 
torial district for the capital—where 
it would be removed from local] gov- 
ernment and influences—the District 
of Columbia was laid out. Some icon- 
oclasts have asserted that the fact of 
George Washington owning property 
in and around the present site of the 
capital city had its weight, but this 
may be dismissed from consideration 
when one recalls that those were pre- 
subdivision days. 

‘Thus the national capital was lald 
out, and Washington, a fictitious city, 
sprang up. That was before the days 
of railroads, and long before the great 
transcontinental systems opened the 
way for settlers in the vast country to 
the West. 

Washington at that time was some- 
where near the center of population— 
nearer it than it has ever been since 
or ever will be again. . The center of 
population was first fixed at a point 
23 milest east of Baltimore, and there- 
fore east and north of Washington. 
From 1800 to 1810 it was located as 
40 miles “northwest by west” of 

Since that time Washington has 
never been used as a point of compu-

ter of population, any more than has 
Stockton, Cal, or Kalamazoo, Mich. 


Washington has stood still; the cen- 
ter of population has moved West- 
ward, 


Local interests around Washington 
take on the color of conditions in New 
York and New England. Those influ- 
ences are not what they were when 
this Government was founded, there- 
fore they cannot tend to keep the 
spirtt of our Government in the chan. 
nels originally established for it by 
the founders, by the men who draft- 
ed the Declara of Independence 

Further w | nearer approach 
to those con s, and a_ closer 
alignment with the spirit of the times 
which found expression in principles 
on which our Government is based— 
or was based. Conservatism controls 
in the Hast and the national capital 
is encompassed by it; the West is 
open to new ideas and receptive; it

A government “of the people and by 
the people” should have its national 
head “among the people.” It should 
breathe the air they breathe and “not 
that of Wall street and London.” 

Legislation, these capital movers 
believe, should spring from the peo- 
ple and be directed toward their 
needs. It should not be administered 
at long distance by’ persons who have 
no first-hand knowledge of what the 
great majority of the people want 
and what they must have before their 
needs are satisfied. 

True, the West sends fts represen- 
tatives to Washington, but once there 
they find themselves in an alien at- 
mosphere. Because of the local con- 
ditions in Washington and the rami- 
fications from New York, the man 
from Missouri or Kansas must fight 
to get a hearing. Even then his ad- 
vie is not acted upon unless it ts 
backéd up by a combination of West- 
ern members, for, since it does not 
fit in with what they believe to be the 
conditions, the Easterners refuse to 

t it as sound. 

ith the capital in St. Louis, this 
condition would not prevail The 
Easterner would be obliged to come 
west, and in coming he would lesrn 
something of his own country. The

yet be coming to what he regards as 
“the East,” but it would be a section 
of the East which is young enough to 
be in sympathy with his needs. 
Today the representative or senator 
from the Pacific Coast states, and 
others not so far west, must spend 
the greater part of a week on a train 
before he reaches the seat of his gov- 
ernment. His mileage bills alone are

It is a well known fact that when 
he reaches Washington his whole per- 
spective has changed from what it 
was when he was at home. He may 
not intentionally fail in his duty to 
his constituents, but the thing which 
appeared to be true when he was at 
home gets out of focus and blurred 
after he reaches Washington. 

If he arises in his place to speak 
on sometaing which may bave been 
very close to hig heart when he left 
his Western home, he finds himself 
surrounded by “the subtle influences” 
of the East. There is something in 
the very atmosphere which crowds 
him down. To tell of conditions as 
he knows them is simply to invite 
criticism and disbelief. He must 
either trim his sails to meet the new 
winds or sacrifice entirely the thing 
he desires to win. He even changes 
his clothes. 

When he goes back home he finds 
that his people have failed to under- 
stand his change of front at Washing- 
ton. He can no more explain it to 


them than he could explain them to.

In the village of 
Ousceniew the inhabitants who refused to ac- 
cept the religion of the Russians were driven 
in early into a neighboring lake until they stood 
up to their necks in the icy water. Pa 

“With the temperature standing at 4 degrees 
below zero, Co}. Klemanko at.Kurnik command- 
ed all the. population to remain in the open, 
taking the snow off the road and then bringing 
it back. At night they were compelled to stand 
with bare heads, while the troops on guard had 
to be changed every two hours on account of 
the intense cold. 

“Hundreds of Catholic priests have been slain, 
some have fallen on their way into exile; others 
have been poisoned, and still others arrested 
and tried as spies and imprisoned. 

“Torquemada’s book of rules for to-ture offers 
uothing new to the keepers of prisons to which 
Polish prisoners are sent.

“One of the prisoners showed the marks of 
his teeth in a wooden table where ne had bit- 
ten in agony as he was beaten. They try to 
devise the most ingenious tortures that will 
leave no marks. A workingman is arrested, 
fed on salt. herring for several days, and then 
water is placed in full sight, but beyond the 
bars of his cell. 

“Political suspects are imprisoned with thieves 
and other reprobates. Young girls have their 
hair torn out and are beaten by vicious women 
in their cells. At Kalisz two squadrons of 
soldiers were made half drunk with brandy 
and then taken to the prison to ‘correct’. political 
prisoners. They struck on all sides, tore out 
their eyes, hung up the men ropes and beat 
them with straps and sticks. e soldier broke 
the arms of two prisoners across his knee. This 
amusement lasted from 7:30 p. m. to 2 &@ m., 
June 17-18. Seventy-two prisoners had to be 
taken to the hospital afterwards. 

“It is no unusual thing for’ prisoners to He 
in jail one year or two before being even ex- 
amined. When in 1908 the Czar ordered greate* 
expedition in trying prisoners, it was inter- 
preted to mean shorter trials. In one instance 
where 36 prisoners were to be tried, one hour 
was giyen their lawyer to consult his clients, 
gather Witnesses, etc.” It was on this occasion 
that the judge commended himself for having 
done a good day’s work.
